SOCIAL SECURITY BILL HELD 


GOOD BÏ 5 TO 4 DECISION 


Washington, May 24 (/P)—The 
administration’s 
prized 
Social 
Secu rity legislation, intended to 
protect workers against another 
depression, and to prov ide for 
them in old age, emerged u n­ 
scathed today from its constitu ­ 
tional test by the Su preme Cou rt. 
In epochal decisions, the tri­ 
bu nal su stained prov isions of the 
federal measu re prov iding u n­ 
employ ment insu rance and old 
age pensions. It then u pheld» 
state u nemploy ment compensa­ 
tion laws to su pplement the fed­ 
eral act. 
This major administration v ic­ 
tory gav e it a clean sweep in its 
litigation before the high tribu n­ 
al this term. Promptly some op- 


ponents predicted th at it m eant 
defeat for President Roosev elt’s 
program to pu t “new blood” on 
the cou rt. 
Administration 
su pporters, 
howev er, refu sed to concede the 
fight. 
Ju stice Stone deliv ered the 5 to 
4 opinion u pholding the Alabama 
u nemploy ment compensation act, 
similar to those enacted by 45 
other states and by the District 
of Colu mbia. It was a test case of 
the legislation. 
The prov isions of the u nem- 
ploy ment insu rance prov isions 
of the federal act were u pheld by 
a 5 to 4 v ote and those granting 
old age pension by a 7 to 2 bal­ 
lot. Both decisions were deliv ered 
by Ju stice Cardozo.

“dollar dy nasty ,” lay stilled in 
death 
today —ju st 26 months 
short of his cherished desire to 
liv e to be 100. 
He wou ld hav e been 98 y ears 
old Ju ly 8 . 
The aged capitalist died Su n­ 
day morning a t 4:05 o’clock, E. 
S. T., a t his winter home, “The 
Casements,” drifting peacefu lly 
off to his final sleep after com­ 
plaining th at he felt “v ery tired.” 
No members of the immediate 
family were, present. 
Dr. Harry L. Merry day , the a t­ 
tending phy sician, said Rocke­ 
feller lapsed into a coma at mid­ 
night and gradu ally grew weak­ 
er u ntil the heart beat stopped. 
Once, at abou t 2 a. m., he tried 
to whisper something to John H. 
Yordi, his personal serv ant and 
v alet for 20 y ears. 
Yordi said it did not sou nd 
like a “last message,” bu t merely 
some word of comfort. 
When Dr. Merry day arriv ed at 
3:30 he fou nd Rockefeller u n­ 
consciou s. 
The v enerable capitalist, who 
wou ld hav e been 98 on Ju ly 8 
and who freq u ently had ex press­ 
ed confidence th at he wou ld liv e 
to be 100, had been in compara­ 
tiv ely good health all winter. 
There was little warning th at 
the end was near. 
News of his father’s passing 
was receiv ed by Mr. Rockefeller, 
Jr., at the family estate in Tarry - 
town, N. Y. He was described by 
hou sehold attendants as “v ery 
mu ch u pset.” 
A special train was ready to­ 
day to take the elder Rockefell­ 
er’s body to his home in Pocanti- 
co Hills, N. Y., where a simple 
priv ate fu neral will be held Wed­ 
nesday .

D. Rock efeller gav e away more 
money for the improv ement of 
m ank ind than any one else in 
'history . He has been called the 
world ’s greatest philanthropist. 
He pu t charity on a bu siness 
basis. 
Ty pically , he saw to it that his 
benefactions were ad ministered 
on a scientific basis. A pioneer 
in what m ight be called the sci­ 
ence of giv ing, he d ev ised a sy s­ 
tem which since has been fol­ 
lowed by many philanthropists. 
From 1855 to 1934 he gav e 
away a total of $530,853,632. Ben­ 
efactions of his son, John D. 
Rock efeller 
Jr., 
brou ght 
the 
amou nt to more than $7 00,000,- 
000, and organizations estab­ 
lished and m aintained by these 
hu ge fu nd s carried their opera­ 
tions throu ghou t the world . 
Most of this money flowed 
throu gh fou r great organizations 
established 
for 
the 
pu rpose. 
They were the Rock efeller Insti­ 
tu te for Med ical Research, the 
Rock efeller 
Fou nd ation, 
the 
Lau ra Spelman Rock efeller Me­ 
morial, and the General Ed u ca­ 
tion Board . 
Aiming to “solv e the problem 
of giv ing money away withou t 
mak ing pau pers of those who re­ 
ceiv e it,” Rock efeller pu t his 
charities in the hand s of men he 
believ ed especially capable, and 
then gav e them free rein. 
R ather than being d esignated 
to reliev e a particu lar cond ition 
that 
seemed 
correcting, 
the 
Rock efeller fu nd s were spent for 
research grou ps to carry ou t the 
work . 
“I hav e alway s ind u lged the 
hope,” he once said , “that d u r­ 
ing my life I shou ld be able to 
establish efficiency in giv ing, so 
that wealth may be of greater 
u se to the present and fu tu re 
generations. If the people can 
be ed u cated to help themselv es, 
we strik e at the root of many 
of the ev ils of the world .” 
Chief agency of d istribu tion 
was the Rock efeller Fou nd ation, 
established in 1913 with a $100,- 
000,000 capital fu nd “to promote 
the 
well-being 
of 
mank ind 
throu ghou t the world .” Up to 
1934 it receiv ed from Rock efeller 
$182,851,4 80.90. 
Its 
activ ities 
were world -wid e, in recent y ears 


largely in med ical research. 
Rock efeller gav e a total of 
$129,209,167 .10 to the General 
Ed u cation Board , which has ap­ 
propriated large su ms for v ari­ 
ou s institu tions, gifts generally 
being contingent u pon the rais­ 
ing of similar su ms from othei 
sou rces. 
The Lau ra Spelman Rock efel­ 
ler Memorial, organized in mem­ 
ory of his wife, receiv ed $7 3,090,- 
57 9.06. 
Fou nd ed in 1918, this 
fu nd was concerned with the im ­ 
prov ement of pu blic ad m inistra­ 
tion. In 1929 it was merged with 
the fou nd ation, and their activ -. 
ities were carried on jointly . 
The Rock efeller Institu te for 
Med ical Research was the first 
of 
these 
organizations, 
being 
formed in 1901, the chief pu r­ 
pose being med ical research with 
the aim of apply ing the latest 
scientific d iscov eries to the pre­ 
v ention and cu re of d isease. To 
this the fou nd er gav e $5 9,931,- 
891.62. 
Other large Rock efeller con­ 
tribu tions were $34 ,7 08,37 5.28 to 
the Univ ersity of Chicago, more 
than $26,000,000 to the Baptist 
chu rch, and more than $3,5 00,000 
to the Y. M. C. A.

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POLITICAL WASTE CAN BE CUT 
Apologists for government extravagance claim 
that it is impossible to balance the budget now 
and that we must submit to still higher taxes 
and national debts. 
If a ten per cent cut were made in all appro­ 
priations approved or pending in this Congress, 
a saving of $732,500,000 would be effected — 
enough to balance the budget next year. And 
then if the proposal made by Senator Byrnes, 
one of the Administration leaders, to cut $500,- 
000,000 from the proposed $1,500,000,000 relief 
bill, were accepted, we could start reducing the 
debt and start on the long road toward sound 
fiscal policies. 
During recent years, millions of families have 
been forced to cut their budgets ten, twenty, or 
fifty per cent and they have come through with­ 
out undue hardship, and paid off debts. Thou­ 
sands of businesses have been forced to do the 
same thing to escape bankruptcy. Based on visi­ 
ble evidence, it is not unreasonable to believe 
that at least ten per cent of all government 
spending represents pure, non-productive po­ 
litical waste.

Washington—It is not a new 
thing, this business of anchor­ 
ing federal subsidies in the pub­ 
lic school system, but at least one 
prominent educator has turned 
a light on the road down which 
it points. 
-y 
Alexander G. Ruthven of the 
Uiversity of Michigan told the 
American Council of Education 
recently that politicians will take 
over the schools unless educators 
cease the “unseemly struggle” 
for federal subsidies. 
The latest offering in the way 
of federal school subsidy is the 
Harrison-Black bill which would 
spread 
an 
initial 
$100,000,000 
among the states, increasing it 
by bounds of $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
a year 
to a top of $ 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 


In its present form not many 
“strings” are attached to the 
proposed 
grant. 
The 
money 


would be apportioned according 
to the school-age population in 
each state. To get its share of 
the money a state would have to 
promise to keep its schools in 
session a t least eight months a 
yeas. If a state is spending 40 
per cent of its school money on 
negroes now it could spend 'no 
more nor less than that on them 
out of the new federal kitty. 
Since Senator Harrison is from 
Mississippi and Senator Black 
from Alabama, some negro edu­ 
cators might look upon the latter 
set-up with jaundiced eye. But 
you can get opinions from both 
sides of the fence on that busi­ 
ness. Negro education reputedly 
is poor enough in some southern 
spots but you can hear stories of 
negro children attending hand­ 
some brick schools in one town 
while a few miles distant the 
segregated whites are murmur­ 
ing their four-times-twelve-is- 
forty-eight in frame buildings 
dating half way back to the war 
between the states. 


Most federal grants in aid 
carry provisos that the states 
must do this and that before 
they can get the money. State 
university extension schools are 
honeycombed with federal grants 
for agriculture, vocational edu­ 
cation and forestry activities. 
Each requires the state to put up 
dollar for dollar. 
They all have a laudable pur­ 
pose, but inevitably give the fed­ 
eral government a bigger hand 
in running things and invite 
political dickering for grants and 
patronage. During the depths of 
the depression a few brave leg­ 
islators tried to save money by 
scrapping some of this educa­ 
tional fancy work but the howl 
that went up from the extension 
schools could be heard in every 
election precinct. 
If Dr. Ruthven expects state 
educators to scream in anguish 
in the face of a hundred million 
dollars, past experience indicates 
he will be disappointed. 
They 
haven’t screamed in the face of 
much less.

Wheeler Accuses Labo r Leag ue 


Washing ton, May 20 (IP)—Bur­ 
ton K. Wheeler (Dem., Mont.), 
chairman of the senate inter­ 
state commerce committee, this 
afternoon charg ed Labor’s Non- 
Partisan Leag ue with “trying to 
g et six new justices for the 
supreme court so you can g et 
whatever kind of labor leg isla­ 
tion you want.” 
Wheeler’s charg e, made during 
committee hearing s on child 
labor leg islation, led to a warm 
dispute between the Montana 
senator and L. E. Oliver, vice- 
president of the leag ue, who was 
testifying . 


Both the world’s richest man 
and its g reatest g iver was John 
D. Rockefeller. From an humble 
beg inning at the ag e of 16 on a 
salary of $25 a month, he rose to 
power g reater than an emperor’s 
in the financial and industrial 
sphere that rated him its first 
billionaire. And yet, so complex 
was the nature of this g rim, 
silent man, that he mig ht well 
have ranked as one of the g reat­ 
est penny-pinchers. 
From the time of his birth at 
Richford, N. Y., July 8, 1839 , he 
was known as a silent, g rave, 
studious child, scrupulously at­ 
tending to his studies and dil- 
lig ently pursuing his only other 
outside 
interest, 
the 
Baptist 
Church and Sunday School. His 
father, William A. Rockefeller, 
was known among his neig h­ 
bors by his profession of “specu­ 
lator,” or, to put it more crudely, 
pedler and traveling doctor. The 
same business shrewdness that 
made for his son’s success, char­ 
acterized the father’s dealing s, 
for he boug ht cheap and sold 
hig h. He married Eliza Davison 
and located at Cleveland, Ohio, 
where John D., the second son, 
was sent to school. 
At school the future master of 
finance was the same quiet, 
g rave character, and in his later 
years he exhibited with pride a 
neatly kept ledg er, wherein was 
set down every item for which 
he expended money, even to the 
three cents for missionary work 
in foreig n climes and two cents 
for postag e stamps. 
After receiving a frequently 
interrupted elementary educa­ 
tion and less than a year in hig h 
school, the boy in the perilous 
financial period of 1855 went into 
business to assist his father. 
After walking the streets of 
Cleveland looking for work, an 
experience he recalled with sat­ 
isfaction when his millions were 
made, he obtained employment 
as a clerk in a little warehouse 
on the Cleveland docks. For the 
first three months of his labor 
he received $50 and at the end of 
that time secured a salary of $25 
a month. Every penny of that 
meag er wag e is accounted for in 
his little ledg er the entries in 
which according to Rockefeller 
himself, explain his success. 
For two years the future oil 
king worked as a bookkeeper, so 
carefully saving every available 
cent that, when in 1857 he quit 
his position, because his employ­ 
er refused him an increase in 
wag es, he had $9 00. With this 
and several thousand loaned him 
by his father he and a partner 
entered the field as commission 
merchants. The profits of the 
concern, he told later, were $4,- 
400 for the first year and they 
steadily 
increased 
under 
his 
minute attention to every cent 
that passed throug h ljjs hands. 
When the business expanded 
he went to a banker and borrow­ 
ed $2,000 more. This act he calls 
the turning point of his life, de­ 
claring that his success depended 
upon his borrowing ability ac­ 
quired at that time. 
In 1862 oil had become an all 
absorbing interest in Pennsyl­ 
vania and some men became 
rich over nig ht. Others failed. 
Rockefeller’s first ventures in 
this field were characterized by 
his all-absorbing power for at­ 
tending to detail. “Pay a profit 
to nobody” became his motto, 
and he carefully eliminated the 
middleman from the industries 
with which he connected him­ 
self, making his own barrels 
when he entered the oil business, 
doing his own hauling and ship­ 
ping wherever possible. Men who 
knew him tell of his saying that 
he was bound to be rich. He 
eschewed every amusement and 
devoted himself in waking hours 
exclusively to business. 
At this time, Rockefeller had 
made the acquaintance of Sam­ 
uel Andrews, a young eng ineer 
who had invented a process of 
refining oil. He was taken into 
the firm of Clark & Rockefeller, 
as the latter had decided it was 
safer and more profitable to 
handle the oil after it had been 
broug ht from the earth than to 
eng ag e in drilling it. Later his 
brother, 
William 
Rockefeller 
joined them. 
In 1865 the partners decided 
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"He lo st his temp er!’

controlled was placed at around 
$5,000,000,000 and his personal 
fortune was estimated near $1,- 
000,000,000. He had never in all 
his life speculated. 
The same cold, calculating , 
ironbound method of g etting the 
most possible value out of every 
dollar that the employed in his 
strug g le for wealth, marked the 
prodig ious 
benefactions 
that 
characterized the later life of the 
billionaire. He followed the habit 
established in his youth of g iving 
freely to the church and charity. 
To distribute his donations he 
established the General Educa­ 
tion Board of the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


to sell the firm to the hig hest 
bidder. Rockefeller ag ain used 
his talent for borrowing , bid 
$72,500 and boug ht the company, 
retaining Andrews’ services. 
Then came the railroad rebate, 
the business trick that g ave the 
company 
absolute 
control 
of 
every branch of the oil refining 
industry in the g reat Pennsyl­ 
vania and Ohio fields. 
The Standard Oil Works was 
org anized in Cleveland and five 
years later the Standard Oil 
Company 
came 
into 
being . 
Rockefeller saw the immense 
power that lay in cheap trans- 
portation and with his marvelous 
foresig ht and pitiless methods he 
proceeded to g ain that power. 
His first success in forcing secret 
rebate contracts with the rail­ 
roads resulted in a storm of dis­ 
approval and a decision by the 
railroads that the rebate was to 
be abolished. But the scheme 
carried and slowly he deliberately 
beg an the g reat g ame of forcing 
every competitor out of the oil 
industries. 
When the oil industry had 
been developed to its limit Rock­ 
efeller poured his surplus into 
other lines. He became the big ­ 
g est banker in the country, the 
resources of his National City 
bank in New York being second 
only to those of the Bank of 
Eng land. Under his mantle of 
secrecy he org anized a g reat 
railway system, becoming the 
g reatest fig ure in the railway 
world, althoug h no one ever 
heard of a Rockefeller system. 
Harriman owed practically all of 
his power to Rockefeller and 
Morg an, much of his. 
He pressed Carneg ie closely for 
the larg est individual investment 
in the g reat steel industry. He 
had scores of millions in g as, 
electricity, real estate, federal, 
state and municipal bonds, street 
railways and ferries and con­ 
trolled hundreds of ocean, lake 
and river steamers. 
Under his lash of a loud voice 
public opinion, state and federal 
g overnments time and ag ain a t­ 
tempted to halt the g rowth of 
the Rockefeller machine. 
The 
Standard Oil Trust, dissolved by 
court action, continued its busi­ 
ness as tfce Standard Oil Comp­ 
any of New Jersey, with its hun­ 
dreds of subsidiary concerns. Its 
power was world-wide. 
Rockefeller retired from active 
business December 4, 19 11, when 
he was 72, At that time the cap­ 
italization of the companies he 


Ru ssia n Tu n es 
Mo to r Fo r Ho p 
Over Th e Po le

Moscow, May 24 
(/P)—Sig is- 
mund 
Levaneffsky, American- 
trained soviet pilot, tuned up his 
crack Doug las transport plane 
today for a dash across 
the 
North Pole to the United States. 
Levaneffsky was disclosed to 
have been desig nated by Josef 
Stalin himself to make the first 
use of the permanent North Polar 
Base established by soviet explor­ 
ers as a prerequisite to the long 
projected air route over the top 
of the world from Moscow to San 
Francisco. 
Officials of the soviet union 
expressed the hope the flig ht 
would bring the non-stop dis­ 
tance record to Russia as well as 
be the forerunner of reg ularly 
scheduled commercial air travel 
between Moscow and the United 
States by way of the pole. 
They based their hopes of suc­ 
cess on the meterolog ist obser­ 
vatory rapidly being completed 
at the North Pole Base which the 
soviet expedition headed by Dr. 
Otto J. Schmidt reached in a 
flig ht from Rudolf Island Friday 
afternoon. 
Three supply planes were held 
at Rudolf Island, 560 miles from 
the pole, awaiting word that the 
polar 
weather 
had 
cleared. 
Aboard the planes were the sup­ 
plies and scientific equipment to 
enable four of the eleven explor- 
rs to hold the permanent settle­ 
ment for a year before handing 
over their task to four others. 
The party was drifting slowly 
about the Polar Seas on a hug e 
ice floe 121/2 miles from the pole 
itself. 
Althoug h the fliers circled over 
the pole before landing Friday, 
the pole proper has not been 
touched by the party. The men 
were too busy finishing unload­ 
ing their equipment, erecting 
camp, and storing supplies to a t­ 
tempt a trek to the earth’s hub. 
The preliminary flig ht 
was 
disclosed by Dr. Schmidt to have 
been made May 5 when a plane 
carrying four men surveyed the 
site and “determined that heav­ 
ier planes could land.” 
Pavel Golovin, the noted soviet 
airman, piloted the preliminary 
flig ht which took but five hours 
to the pole from the expedition’s 
main base at Rudolf Island.
